It Is said that the work of putting 
the eight acres of ground in shape for 
the reception of the railway works 
will be begun In the near future, after 
the deal Is finally closed.

F. Salsbury, secretary of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, are In the city to-day 
representing their company In negotia¬ 
tions which are going on for the pur¬ 
chase of the Albion Iron Works prop¬ 
erty on Store street. 

The acquirement of this property Is 
contemplated, as an Initial! step at least, 
towards the extension of terminal fa¬ 
cilities In this city, the need of addi¬ 
tional accommodation to meet a con¬ 
stantly growing traffic on the E. A N., 
It having manifested Itself of late to 
the great Inconvenience of merchants 
and others looking to the railway for 
transportation of commodities. | 

It Is said that plans for the utiliza¬

“I know the New York Yacht Club 
feels its responsibility, and I an\ quite 
willing to abide by Its decision, as the 
club certainly understands Its business 
better than any one else. I cannot help 
hoping that the existing difficulty may 
be overcome, and that a race will occur 
In 1908. p will do everything in my 
power that Is possible to meet the 
wishes of our American friends. I am 
willing to consider most favorably the 
Idea of challenging with a 90-foot boat 
If that will be received under the condi¬ 
tion existing In the New York Yacht 
Club, and If Mr. Fife can design a boat 
which will give me a reasonable pro¬ 
spect of success, and although such a 
boat might have to be constructed as 
a freak boat, even then I would only be 
pleased to do It.’* 

Members Reticent. 

New York. Sept. 24.—Prospect* for 
America cup next year were greatly 
Improved to-day by the announcement 
of Sir Thomas Llpton'that he will sub¬ 
mit another challenge specifying a 90- 
foot boat, as the representative of the 
Royal Yacht Club. 

Members of the New York Yacht 
Club were reticent as to the action 
that would be taken by that organi¬ 
zation In response' to an amended 
challenge, but It was pointed out that 
the deed of gift, by which the Ameri¬ 
ca cup was placed In the custody of 
the New York Yacht Club to accept the 
challenge, provided certain conditions 
are complied with. The deed of gift 
specified that any foreign yacht club 
' onall always be entitled to the right 
of sailing a match for this (America 
cup)." 

It Is also set forth that the com¬ 
peting yachts. If of one mast. "Shall 
not be less than 45 feet, nor more 
than 90 feet on the low water line.” 
Then it Is further set forth that the 
challenge club shall give ten months’ 
notice, tljat this notice must be ac¬ 
companied by a certificate of the name 
and right of the challenging vessel, and 
the vessel’s length on load water line, 
beam at load water line, extreme beam 
and draught of water. A further clause 
provides that the courses for the races 
shall be sailed subject to Its rules and 
sailing regulations so far as the same 
do not conflict with the provisions of 
the deed of gift, but without any time 
allowance whatever. 

Commodore Baum's Views 

Chicago, Sept. 34.—The yachtmen of 
this city are strongly In favor of seeing 
the participants In the races for the 
America cup. something besides mere 
racing machines. Commodore W. L. 
Baum, ot the Chicago Yacht Club, said 
the Ne* York Yacht Club was entirely 
within Its right In taking the action It 
did. "At the same time, however, I 
think the majority of the yachtsmen 
of this vicinity would very much like 
to nee the cup contested for boats such 
as are In every day gse, and not mere 
racing machines that are constructed 
solely*for the purpose of a contest and 
then are broken up," he said.

Btlll more extraordinary Is the effect 
produced by continuing the revolution at 
a uniform rate after thb person has lost 
the sense of roUtfon, and then causing 
him to bow his head upon his bresat so 
that Its motion la rAumi an axis running 
from the cbln to the back of the head. 
The Instant this experiment is tried the 
person feels as .If his head Is turning 
round both of the axes at the same time, 
and the sensation Is described as both 
curious ahd alarming. Borne physiologist! 
believe that we poaseaa a special sense 
relating to the rotary motion of the body, 
and they think that the organ of this 
sense Is Jp the labyrinth of the ear. To 
thlk organ they attribute our powers of 
equilibrium, so that tr It la seriously dis¬ 
turbed we reel and totter.

Speaking upon the subject of better 
terms for British Columbia, Mr. Bor¬ 
den said that if sucessful at the polls 
and called upon to form a government 
he would favor the appointment of a 
commission of investigation to consider 
the matter of the financial relations of 
the province with the Dominion, and if 
the report of such a commission should 
be favorable to granting better terms 
he would see that Its recommendations 
were'carried out. The Laurler govern¬ 
ment has conceded the justice of the 
claims of the province and has grant¬ 
ed a measure of better term* without 
going to the expense of forming a com* 
mlssibn or Incurring the long delay in¬ 
cidental to such an Investigation. 

Now \t a commission were appointed 
to investigate the financial affairs of 
the province. It would be bound to 
carefully consider all aspects of the 
?ase. It would naturally look Into the 
manner ir\ which the admittedly won¬ 
derful resources of the public in thl* 
province have been administered by 
past governments and th* present pro¬ 
vincial government. No province in 
the Dominion has such a tremendous 
domain as British Columbia. No prov¬ 
ince in the Dominion has a domain of 
such vast potential wealth as British 
Columbia. Has the public estate been 
administered In the manner most like¬ 
ly to produce the best possible results 
for the public and to bring the larg¬ 
est possible amount of revenue^o the 
provincial treasury? We know already 
what has become of the greater pro¬ 
portion of our known resources In coal 
—worth possibly in the aggregate bil¬ 
lions of dollars. Of the coal areas of 
Vancouver Island It may be said that 
they were permitted to pass from the 
control of the people ere their value 
was properly appreciated. But what 
about the Crow’s Nest coal fields? Did 
they not pass Into the l^ands of a com¬ 
pany of speculators—some of whom at 
least were members of the provincial 
administration—without any compen¬ 
sating returns whatever? Consider 
what Is occurring In the case of an¬ 
other public asset of fabulous value 
even at the present day. The continent 
of America Is rapidly being denuded of 
timber. The forests of British Colom¬ 
bia are the most valuable of any upon 
the continent. Iri what way is our 
timber being administered? ^re the 
returns annually received by the pro¬ 
vincial treasury in the slightest degree 
commensurate with the value of the 
assets being dissipated by prodigal, 
reckless hands? It Is well known that 
speculators are feverishly appropriat¬ 
ing these areas and disposing of* them

ITS MANAGEMENT. 


Mr. J. D. Rees, a very distinguished 
member of the British Indian civil ser¬ 
vice. in a published lette£* directs pub- 
Mc attention to the fact that, terrible 
a* are the ravages of plague In India, 
the mortality figures would seem some¬ 
what less appalling if considered in 
comparison with the numbers of the 
Indian population... He points out that, 
according to official statistics, five mil¬ 
lions have died In eight years, which 
works out at a little over two per 
mllle per annum. The mortality dur¬ 
ing June last, and for the six months 
ending June last, respectively, works 
out to .8849 and 3.6 per mllle of the popu¬ 
lation of India. In 1905, the last year for 
which complete figures are available, 
the mortality rate for fevers for British 
India was 19.74 per mllle, and at all 
times the constant mortality from 
malaria Is probably Infinitely greater 
than the loss from plague at Its height. 
Not only should all the figures, he ar¬ 
gues. be coifipared with the population 
of 294 millions, but comparisons should 
he made with other Asiatic countries 
of more or leas similar climatic con¬ 
dition*. He complains that most writ¬ 
ers about the plague entirely Ignore 
cosmfc. climatic and economic factors. 
Similar misconception exists, he de¬ 
clare*, In the case of famine figures 
the public confounding the numbers of 
persons saved from famine with thdse 
of the actual sufferers. “At the height 
of the wide-spread agricultural dis¬ 
tress of which we have acurate record/’ 
he writes, “the proportion of men, wo¬ 
men and children !h receipt of relief 
from the State, 2 per cent., was small- i 
er than the corresponding figure In 
England, 2.2 per cent., in a normal 
year.”

“The 
Squaw Man.” which comes to the Vic¬ 
toria theatre on Monday. Bept. 80th. di¬ 
rect from a remarkable six' month*’ en¬ 
gagement In New York st Wallack’s the¬ 
atre. 

Mr. Churchill has gone to the absolute 
limit In hi* Impersonation of this charac¬ 
ter. He not only looks the part to abso¬ 
lute perfection, but he has gone a step 
In advance, for every word or line that 
he delivers upon the stage la eqoken In 
the Ute language. For months prior to 
the actual beginning of rehearsals of the 
play, Mr. Churchill spent hours with 
White, the government Interpreter, who 
plays a parallel role In the piece, learning 
word for word and syllable the proper 

J tronunclatlon and delivery of the line* 
ntrusted to him. The difficulties of such 
a task may be Imagined when It Is stated 
that Ute Is an unwritten language, and 
has never yet been transferred to paper, 
until Mr. Churchill dug It out of White. 
During the New Yofk run. a group of 
Utes. brought from the government re¬ 
servation by Col. WHIfam F. Cody, and 
en route to France for the Wild West 
show, were taken to see “The Squaw 
Man.” They were Interesting to those 
connected with the play, chiefly on ac¬ 
count of the anxiety as to how they 
Would take the character of Tab-y-wana. 
When It was all over and done with, they 
were taken back on the stage to Mr. 
Churchill by the Interpreter, and effec¬ 
tively expressed their approval. on* after 
■another, by the monneyllable expression. 
“Good.”

Churchill has learned the sign language 
and uses It with conxlderabls facility In 
splaying the part.

SUPERINTENDENT SCOTT 

CONTINUES INQUIRY 

Nothing Known at Ottawa Regarding 
Rumored Changes in the 
Passport Sjstem. 


Ottawa. Sept. 27.—A press dispatch from 
Vancouver says that Dominion immigra¬ 
tion'agents have notified all the steam¬ 
ship and transportation companies that 
no more Japanese will be admitted with¬ 
out having a passport from Japan to 
Canada. In this way the Importation 
from the Hawaiian Islands will be stop¬ 
ped. as the state department has charge 
of the passports. 

On being Interviewed the secretary of 
state said that he knew of no such ar¬ 
rangement between the powers. The In¬ 
formation in the dispatch was the first 
he had heard of IL 

Hon. Frank Oliver, minister of the In¬ 
terior. Is In the West. His deputy. W. 
W. Cory, being Interviewed, said that he 
knew of no order going to the agent In 
Vancouver from the immigration depart¬ 
ment. It was ascertained that some 
time ago a suggestion of tt>is kind was 
made, but nothing c»me out of It. How¬ 
ever, the superintendent of Immigration. 
W. D. Scott, Is on the Pacific Coast look¬ 
ing Into the whole subject of Oriental Im¬ 
migration. and It may be that he con¬ 
templates such a change as that out¬ 
lined In the report. But before It could 
come Into force he would have to obtain 
the sanction of the government. It Is 
quite possible that he is In communica¬ 
tion with his minister. 

There are different opinions as to 
whether such a step as suggested would 
or would not Interfere with the treaty 
with Japan. 

Consul General Nosse being Interviewed, 
aald he had no Information upon the sub¬ 
ject. Without some understanding with 
Japan It la not likely that an order of 
this kind would be put Into force. r

ceptions! quality; but the Salt Spring 
Island man. William E. Scott, of Gang¬ 
es, had If anything finer apples than 
the Victoria men. The color of this 
fruit was slightly better and the fruit 
larger, but the whole display was not 
ns complete, there being few plums 
and pears. Reeve Brydon. of South 
baanich, also had a fine lot of fruit, 
but the collection was not as large as 
the others. 

The cattle and horses came in for 
many encomiums from the large num¬ 
bers who visited the stalls, and also 
from those who saw only those who 
took part In the parade. The latter 
were the uninitiated, the town people 
who care only for the general appear¬ 
ance. but who knew nothing about the 
fine, differences between the different 
individual cattle or horses. Many peo¬ 
ple had an Idea that the cattle exhibit 
was not large 'because there were not 
many In the parade. The parade was 
the largest ever seen in Victoria, but 
only a few of the prlxe winners took 
part in it. Some of the cattle will not 
lead, and these remained In their stalls. 

Miss Edmonds, of Seattle, again As¬ 
sisted the band In the musical part of 
the entertainment In the evening. 8ho 
gave a number of the old fhvorltes, and 
they were appreciated by the Immense 
throng. Miss Edmonds has a powerful 
and sweet voice which filled the build¬ 
ing and brought forth many favorable 
remarks. 

Dr. Tolmle, on being asked* for his 
opinion on the exhibit this morning, 
said that he considered the whole stock 
exhibit a very fine one. In the cattle 
the shorthorns shown by T. W. Pater¬ 
son and H. M. Vasey were splendid 
specimens of their kind. The Jerseys 
and Holstelns also were a very fine lot 
of cattle, especially the Holstelne. 

"This year." continued Dr. Tolmle, 
“we have attempted to put op a show 
rather different from that of other 
years. We have gone strong on racing 
to encourage the breeding of the best 
horses, and raise the whole standard of 
light horses. We have interested the 
ranchers of the upper country through 
the rough riding contests, and by means 
of the stock parade, which we consider 
one of the most Important parts of the 
attractions. We have tried to Interest 
everyone In the real object of the ex¬ 
hibition. 

"The management have felt that In 
former years the light attractions and 
games have played too Important a 
part in the exhibition, and the success 
of the departure from the old lines has 
been made clearly manifest by the ap¬ 
preciation of the public, who on every 
hand express favorable comment, and 
of the Judges who travel all over Can¬ 
ada attending the different fairs, and 
who are better than anyone else able 
to give an opinion on the subject. 

"Probably the cheap rates given by 
the C. P. R. has had as much as any¬ 
thing . to do with the success of the 
exhibition. These rates have been 
given from points west of Calagry. ind 
have been taken advantage of by a 
large number of people In different 
parts of British Columbia. The re¬ 
marks of these visitors concerning the 
exhibits are certainty very satiafac- 
[ t°ry to the management. 

"In the selection of the Judges this 
year the committee have taken special 
pains to secure experts In the depart¬ 
ments allotted to them, and theee, on 
the whole, have given great satisfac¬ 
tion. Most of them have been secured 
through the agricultural departments 
of the provincial and Dominion govern¬ 
ments. 

"In future," said Dr. Tolmle, "It will 
be necessary to get better accommoda¬ 
tion for the public. The grand stand 
must be enlarged to a very large ex¬ 
tent, and there must be more entrance 
gates as well as increased Accommoda¬ 
tion for the stock. We have now a 
large and well situated grounds, and 
Immediately after the exhibition It 
would be wise to secure a proper plan 
of the whole premises, and In erecting 
futurne buildings they should be so 
placed as to give uniformity to the 
whole. Each section should be com¬ 
plete In Itself and situated as conveni¬ 
ently as possible. The sideshows would 
also be better placed.”

A small 
thing like this often makes the dif¬ 
ference between winning or losing & 
prise. 

This morning the Judging competi¬ 
tions were completed. The light horses 
were the last to be undertaken, and the 
placing of the animals after the compe¬ 
tition was done by the well know ex¬ 
pert, Mr. Kidd. In the main building 
Miss Rose continued-her butter mak¬ 
ing demonstration, and In the women's 
department Miss Blanche Maddock 
gave a talk on pastry and Jam mak¬ 
ing. 

Broncho Busting. 

The second day’s broncho-busting at 
the exhibition while, perhaps, not as 
good as on the opening day, wa^ full 
of excitement and interest. Several of 
the freshest ponies were brought out 
and tackled by the daring riders. Two 
of the contestants found their mounts 
too much for them and were humil¬ 
iated In the dust much to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the sportmen present, who like 
to bet even on horse and man. 

Roan, 873, the hardest little mare of 
the bunch, waa successfully ridden by 
Blatchford, of Calgary, who had a 
thrilling experience. The roan dll not 
require any persuasion to buck and. as 
soon as Blatchford was seated, went off 
in a series of convulsions and contor- I 
tlons that tested his skill to the limit. 
The Calgary man, however, busted his 
broncho in th$ same way that he han- I 
died 8ockeye on the opening day of the 
contest. 

Tom Graham, of Monte Creek, nad a 
most exciting time with Shuswap. After 
cavorting about the enclosure for a 
couple of minutes the oroncho decided 
that the corrall was the best place for 
It and made for the gate on the run. 
Before anyone could remove the bar¬ 
riers. horse and rider broke clean 
through them and the excited and 
cheering crowd were treated to the 
unusual spectacle of & cow-puncher 
sitting a wild horse amid a dozen 
plunging ponies. Although Snusw.ip 
fell. Graham retained his seat among 
the kicking ponies. 

Francis Basil, of Kamloops, who rode 
the roan on Wadnesday, found Chil¬ 
liwack Cherub a tougher customer 
than its name implied and, after keep¬ 
ing his seat for a very short time, 
came a cropper by the inside fence.

could obtain 31. giving the total num¬ 
ber of societies to be 135. On a very 
conservative basis they could obtain a 
membership of 4.600. 

That was what the Chilstla* En- 
deavorers ought to strive for; it was 
their glorious opportunity.' They 
should strive for the affiliation of all 
existing ®*>cletle* and the formation of 
many new ones. If this was done the 
union would grow strong and far- 
reaching in Us influence. 

Rev. Mr. Mllliken. * 

Rev. Robert Mllliken, pastor of Wes¬ 
ley Methodist church, Vancouver, and 
a new-comer to the province, delivered 
a very strong address on "Canada's 
Greatest Asset.’’ He termed his ad¬ 
dress “The Political Assignment of 
the Programme." He did not know 
how those who had drawn up the pro¬ 
gramme wished him to handle the sub¬ 
ject they had given to him, but he was 
oot in any wav afraid to express his 
awn opinions on It because he had al¬ 
ways believed that the greatest asset 
of a nation was the moral character of 
Us people. Canada's greatness rested 
not upon industrial activity or com¬ 
mercial and financial supremacy, but 
upon the men and women who were 
strong enough to sacrifice all for the 
ideals of national, as well as individual, 
character. That was the asset of Can¬ 
ada and It was the doty of all to see 
that this asset increased.. Ideal condi¬ 
tions did not exist In any country, or 
In any city, not even in Victoria. 
(Laughter). Uoon the latter question 
he. would not dogmatise for dogmatls- 
lng/was always the crying sin of pas¬ 
tors. 

The speaker then pointed out the way 
in which the young people's societies, 
as represented in the Christian En¬ 
deavor movement, could help to in¬ 
crease Canada’s asset. It was neces¬ 
sary for these societies to have the 
broadest basis of work and the highest 
personal ideal of individual character 
in order to accomplish their end. He 
did not think that the basis upon which 
the societies were run .at the present 
time was broad enough. It did not 
allow of them reaching every class of 
people as it should. He thought that 
all young people should be educated in 
their societies to realisation of what 
was best in national spirit, and should 
take a keen Interest in all public af¬ 
fairs. There was no child's task be¬ 
fore the Christian Endeavor movement 
in accomplishing its object, end he felt 
glad that this task was being ap¬ 
proached with confidence. The speak¬ 
er referred to what he termed Qie two 
greatest problems before the Dominion. 
They were the present Immigration of 
thousands from all countries and the 
dearth of public men. In the first case 
the young people's societies could do 
much toward welding the incoming 
foreigners into a homogeneous mass 
and instilling them with British Ideas 
and Ideals. By keeping moral Issues 
before them In &1L public matters the 
young people's societies could also have 
a great Influence In bringing out the 
best cltlsens to fill places of trust and 
responsibility. (Applause^. 

Mayor Moriey. 

Mayor Moriey, who arrived toward 
the close of the session, then took the 
platform amid an ovation, and wel¬ 
comed the delegatee to the city. He

Rev. Le Roy Dakin. 

Rev. Le Roy Dakin. B. A., president 
of the British Columbia 'Christian En¬ 
deavor Union, delivered an excellent 
address, covering the history of the 
C. E. movement in the province. He 
said that he would divide his address 
into ten chapters, commencing with 
"ancient history." In 1893 the provin¬ 
cial Endeavor union was first organ¬ 
ized and the ninth annual convention 
was held In New Westminster In 1902. 
It was a good convention, both as re¬ 
gards attendance and enthusiasm. 
There were 100 delegates present and 
many affiliated societies were re^ie- 
sented. James McIntosh, of Victoria, 
was elected president and Miss Mar¬ 
garet McLean, of Vancouver, was ap¬ 
pointed secretary, with Miss Black¬ 
wood. of Victoria, treasurer. Consid¬ 
erable enthusiasm wsm displayed In the 
work, and two very Important resolu¬ 
tions were passed. These resolutions 
were that a convention should be held 
once every two yea^B and that the next 
convention should take place In Vic¬ 
toria in 1904. This was where the sec¬ 
ond chapter started, and he called It 
“the thing that did not Jiappen.” 

It was the 1904 convention that did 
not happen and the reason why it was 
not held was that the officers had gone 
away. That convention died an un¬ 
natural. painful and untimely death. 
The third chapter. "Born Again." open¬ 
ed in the spring of 1906 when the local 
union endeavored to bring about a 
convention. The convention was called 
at New Westminster in October of that 
year and the speaker was the only Vic¬ 
toria delegate to attend It. He was ap¬ 
pointed president and Miss Graham, of 
Vancouver, was made secretary. This 
lady resigned shortly afterwards and 
the present secretary. Miss Irene 1 G. 
Pickard, took her place. After cover¬ 
ing the hlstbry of the movement that 
*led up to the present convention, the 
speaker dealt with present questions. 
Many of the young people's societies 
had not yet affiliated themselves with 
the union, but the work was slowly go¬ 
ing on and he looked forward to the 
time when they would all be in co-op¬ 
eration. The reason why the work of 
affiliation had gone on so slowly was 
that the union was short of funds to 
spread the literature necessary for the 
propagation of its work and there was 
a general ignorance of the work that 
the union was doing. The young move¬ 
ment had, however, attained Its major¬ 
ity and had inherited a rich inherit¬ 
ance. 

Rev. Mr. Dakin then presented some 
statistics showing that the union had 
an inheritance of 13,000 church-goers, 
with 450 preaching places and 140 self- 
supporting churches. There were 76 
societies in existence, 66 of which were 
senior organisations. The active mem¬ 
bers totalled 2,000, while the associate 
menkbers numbered 400. Thus there 
was an average of 33 members for .each 
society. The opportunity was knock¬ 
ing at the door for the movement to 
have a great membership. If they 
could get one society out of every two 
of the self-supporting churches they 
would have a total of 104 societies, and 
if they could get one society out of 
every ten missions in the province thsjr

Edward Lampshlre. 

Edward Lampshlre, president of the 
local C. E. union, extended a welcome 
on behalf of that body. He also re¬ 
ferred to the motto qf the movement. 
In his opinion a convention was among 
the best methods of training that young 
people could adopt as the exchange of 
ideas and greetings stimulated all con¬ 
cerned to fit themselves for their work. 

Rev. W. H. Barraciough. 

Rev. W. H. Barraciough, of New 
Westminster, replied to the addresses 
of welcome. In opening he passed a 
neat compliment on Victoria, "the Ideal 
convention city” as It is known to 
church workers. While all the dele¬ 
gates had the keenest interest In their 
respective home localities and placed 
them above all other places for per¬ 
sonal sentiment and other reasons he 
felt sure that all would agree that 
Victoria, the Queen Capitol, was the 
world’s ideal city to reside In. He paid 
tribute to the city's general morality 
and said that Mayor Morlep had 
proved himself a fearless executive 
head while he had been In office,/and 
had done all possible to keep the city 
clean. To the local pastors he also ex¬ 
pressed his appreciation of the great 
work they had done. 

The speaker then dealt with the work 
of the Christian Endeavor movement, 
saying that it stood for an united 
church against an united foe. The 
movement, in company with the great 
International Sunday-school move¬ 
ment. was doing a very large part of 
the churches' work. In the present* 
convention the delegates would feel 
they were most happily situated when 
holding their sessions in the Metro-' 
poll tan church, which was thd pioneer 
Methodist church of the province, and 
one of the pioneer churches of Protes¬ 
tantism also. The pioneer^ of the 
older churches were rapidly, far too 
rapidly, vanishing from sight. He 
hoped that their memory would live 
long and that the younqppeople would 


Over two hundred delegates were in 
attendance at the opening session of 
the first annual convention held by the 
British Columbia Christian Endeavor 
Union at the Metropolitan Methodist 
church last evening. Addresses of 
welcome were tendered to the visitors 
by Rev. T. W. Gladstone, Mayor Mor¬ 
iey and Edward Lampshlre. president 
of the local C. E. uniqn, to which Rev. 
W. H. Barraciough, of New Westmin¬ 
ster, responded. An address from the 
president. Rev. Le Roy Dakin, and a 
very fine address on "Canada's Great¬ 
est Asset," by Rev. Robert Mllliken, 
of Wesley Methodist church, Vancou¬ 
ver, were listened to with great atten¬ 
tion by all present. 

Rev. T. W. Gladstone. 

Owing to the unavoidable detention 
of Mayor Moriey on official business, 
the address of welcome to the delegates 
Which he» was down to give on behalf 
Of the city, was postponed until the 
end of the programme. In his ab¬ 
sence. Rev. T. W. Gladstone, president 
'Welcomed the delegates as representa¬ 
tives of various churches. In remark¬ 
ing upon the gratifying attendance at 
the convention, the first convention of 
the provincial union, he referred to the 
way hi which the spirit of the young 
people, fu making Itaelf felt in the 
churches. The younger generation 
might look on the elders and think that 
they were getting to be "old fogies" in 
their ways and. manners and thoughts. 
And sometimes the "old fogies” lookeu 
back on the days of their youth when 
there was a keener domestic interest, 
a deeper household interest, in religion 
and in doing so. they thought that the 
good old tlme^'were the best. Some¬ 
times they evenr looked toward the 
future with apprehension. Yet, when 
the "old fogies" saw such a gathering 
of earnest young workers before them 
as was represented at the convention 
he was addressing, they felt that they 
had no right to fear fqr the future and 
no right to be pessimistic. The young 
people might think that the chtirch 
had fallen Into ruts and perhaps, In 
some things it had. It was for the young 
people to pull the chariot out of the 
rut. and he felt consent In their 
ablliiytto do so. 

In his closing remarks the speaker 
referred to the tnotto of the union. 
"Training for Service." The young 
people were training for service In 
their societies and training for the 
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tette sang "While the Days Are Going 
By” in a very pleasing style. The ses¬ 
sion closed at 10.25 p.m. 

Open Air Meeting. 

An open air meeting was held at the 
corner of. Government and Yates' 
streets from 6.30 to 7.16 p.m., under the 
direction of A. J. Brace. There was a 
large choir of Christian Endeavorers, 
and the meeting was an enthusiastic 
and helpful one. A rousing address 
was delivered by Rev. Merton 8mlth, 
of Vancouver. A feature of the meet¬ 
ing was the singing of the male quar¬ 
tette from the Congregational church 
in Vancouver, of which Mr. Smith Is 
pastor.

spoke of the want of endeavor which 
was. In his opinion, plainly evidenced 
by men and whomen when glvldg their 
decision upon moral Issues. He agreed 
with Mr. Mllliken that Canada's great 
need was of public men. Not teaders 
as much as supporters, for a good lead¬ 
er, no matter how strong and Intellec¬ 
tual he was, could do nothing without 
the support of the majority. If nlne- 
tenths of the body politic was rottsn. 
the tenth part was powerless. To 11^ 
lustrate what this meant to the courn 
try he pointed out that the people 
might elect an executive head pledged 
to certain high Ideals and principles, 
and yet surround him with men of such 
character that he could get no support 
in moral questions from them, thus 
preventing the leader from ever ac¬ 
complishing the good work he had 
pledged to attempt. This held good in 
municipal as well as national politics. 

In welcoming the delegates to Vic¬ 
toria the Mayor expressed confidence 
that they would leave a good Impres¬ 
sion on the community, and hoped that 
they would also receive a reciprocal 
Impression of mutual benefit. Victoria 
needed but one thing, and that was a 
stronger spirit of. Christian Endeavor 
along all lines of work. He felt sure 
that the convention signified the 
strengthening of this, endeavor for tha 
good of the city in all things.

With the seasons upside down as 
they are at present, people are begin¬ 
ning to realise the absolute necessity 
of never stirring out of. doors without 
an umbrella. If social, history Is to be 
trusted, the first .Englishman Jo carry 
an umbrella was one Hanway. who 
lived at the end of thq eighteenth cen¬ 
tury. At first he was regarded as an 
ecentrlc Individual, but ljy degrees 
many discovered much method In his 
madness, and before he died In 1788 
the fashion he set was adopted by so¬ 
ciety In general. Of course, Hanway 
was not the originator of the umbrella. 
Among the Greeks and Romans some 
such article was very common, though 
oddly enough It was regarded as a 
purely feminine appendage, and one 
which men might never condescend to 
adopt. But all over the East the um¬ 
brella has for generations been well 
known as an Insignia of power and 
royalty. Thus, on the sculptured re¬ 
mains of Egyptian temples one sees 
representations of kings going In pro¬ 
cession with umbrellas carried over 
Even In India to-day.

American Professor Claims to Read the 
Hind by "Machinery. 


Details were made kno wn I n New 
York recently concerning certain ma- 
chine tests for the credibility of wit- 
nessee made by Professor Munsterberg. 
of Harvard University. The profereor 
has been experimenting on Harry Or-’ 
chard, whose seif-confessed crimes at 
the recent Idaho murder trial made 
such a sensation. 

Professor- Munsterberg used three 
machines to ascertain whether Or- | 
chard’s sensational testimony was cred- j 
Ible. Dr. Munsterberg’s Impression was 
that Orchard told the truth, but the 
professor has announced that he would 
state hla conclusions later In a treatise 1 
which he hoped would show an advanc¬ 
ed step In determining the credibility 
of testimony In criminal trials. 

Professor Munsterberg’s testing ma¬ 
chines consisted, first, of sn automau- 
tograph. which records the involuntary 
writings of suspects through the emo¬ 
tions which are communicated through 
the arm; second, of a pnuemograph 
which records normal breathing and 
any variation caused toy emotional sug¬ 
gestion; third, of a sphymograph which 
attached to the wrist, records the heart 
beats. -- 

It Is the Inventor’s belief that these 
Instruments will quite accurately dis¬ 
close the credibility of witnesses, espe¬ 
cially when the examining psychologist 
has a fair knowledge of the scenes of 
the crime.

FUTURE OF SOUDAN. 


Some authorities assert that gloves 
were known In Bible times, from ref¬ 
erences made to "shoes,” which were 
thought to be identical with gloves.

Trade Talksr-The Printer, 


Here, as in other trades, the picturesque 
printer,—the drawling fellow that amokeil 
a corncob at work and never arrived Mon¬ 
day because of a 3-day spree, has passed. 
The man of this old type spent at least 
oos-third of his .time "on the road," was 
ultra-Bohemian in his tastes and really 
couldn't have fitted into modern condi¬ 
tions,—even if the linotype machine had 
not inexorably weeded out the weaklings. 

Among trades that of the printer Usa 
many preeminent points. It is a semi-in¬ 
tellectual. The printer has the brain stim¬ 
ulus of the professional man—and the 
uniform wages of the mechanic. This com¬ 
bination counts for much, in a country 
where more and more young men, as some 
one wittily put it, "are working for half 
price just for the privilege of wearing a 
white collar." From Benjamin Franklin 
down to the present time, great men, pol¬ 
iticians and writers, have graduated from 
the printer’s case to the editorial sanctum 
and then onward. These possibilities are 
no longer in thie.era of specialization, but 
aa a trade proposition that of the printer 
was never more worthy of serious consid¬ 
eration by the young man of today. 

Uve pay asked by printers, open shop 
or otherwise, runs from $10.00 to $25.00 
depending on the branch. The average ap¬ 
prenticeship runs 3 or 4 years, starting at 
$4.00 or $5.00 weekly, but so prompt is 
the appreciation and so searching the 
"make good" test, that very few pnntera 


have to complain of being "kept down.” 

Now as to demand and supply. News¬ 
paper oflictss have a great many openings 
for the right kind of men, though they 
are slightly more exacting and require 
quicker wits than the average commercial 
printery. For the wall-trained, up-to-date 
printer, whether he be a linotype machine 
operator, hand setter of ad*, or artistic 
make-up man, the demand has never ce«»- 
ed and the growth of the country indi¬ 
cates that we are "print-mad" ai.d as long 
as there is printer’s ink and white paper, 
the man who can combine them on the 
printed sheet will be a great power for 
good. 

Unlike other trades, the great centrali¬ 
zation has not hurt the job printer in 
business for himself though the prices ask¬ 
ed patrons are away beneath par. The av¬ 
erage town has from a dozen to a hundred 
small shops wherein comfortable liveli¬ 
hoods are made. 

In this trade, above all others, tin* 
young printer will learn that steadiness is 
the key of success. There are so many 
emergencies that arise—;the necessity of 
doing a day’s work in a few hours—that 
the okl-faahioned printer of Bohemian ten¬ 
dencies cannot long remain in favor, while 
the man who is always "on his job" ia 
marked for success. Modern methods have 
disposed of the proverbial grime about a 
printer’s office and the work is now com¬ 
paratively clean.

"Morgan has retired from Wall street," 
say the bulletins, just as if such a course 
were possible to such a hardened cam¬ 
paigner. Still J. Fierpont Morgan has 
now rounded the seventy mark and finds 
the art of finding money slightly incom¬ 
patible with the are of finding art in 
the museums and byways of Europe. 
And; by the way, the art of "finding" 
money has been the rea on of the rise 
of the houae of Morgan in the financial 
world. 

"Morgan’s office," said an old Wall 
street man, "ia a financial hospital. You 
go around there.after a flurry ora panic 
and you will find the ’paper* of about 
every house in the street that has been 
in trouble. Morgan has longs been the 
surgeon, medico end 'uncle' of the 
street." 

Mr. Morgan began his business career 
in 1850—be was then twenty-two yean 
of age and is now over seventy — as a 
bank clerk in New York city. For ten 
years he remained in comparative ob¬ 
scurity, first as a salaried employe and 
later aa a broker doing business m a very 
small way. In 186$ he attracted univer-, 
sal attention fey trtlng hold of the- reor¬ 
ganisation of a -laifesd which had boon 
wrecked by bad' mstengement, and in a 
short time putting^ firstly upon its fast 
again. From that date until quite recent¬ 
ly, he has been on* of the most brilliant 
financiers ths world has ever seen. 


This success was based on a method 
that was then new in financial circles 
and in which he took the iniative. This 
was a system of combination and consoli¬ 
dation. which has now taken the concrete 
form of trusts.

For instance, the loan of that 
money in the aggregate is helping the 
city to build a aewer, erect a great pub¬ 
lic building or pave a street,—and he is 
sharing in a city’s betterment, not forget¬ 
ting the very material fact that he is 
drawing interest on his money. 

The Government bond has been cried 
from the housetops to be the safest in¬ 
vestment on earth—it pry?, however, a 
very small rate of interest—and for that 
reason offers little inducement for the in¬ 
vestor. The second step in this ladder of 
stability is held by the municipal bond— 
or a dty’a promise to pay—which is the 
nearest approach to it.

Linen ia coming more and more into fa¬ 
vor aa a material for small articles, and 
calendars, desk seta, purses, bags, and 
many other such things are seen in the 
art needlework stores and their popular¬ 
ity ia due to its strength and its nest and 
fresh appearance. A design for a linen 
pocketbook is shown in the drawing, 
which might very easily be carried out by 
the home worker at small cost, white lin¬ 
en being used as material. The pocket- 
book waa embroidered with white em¬ 
broidery cotton in a trefoil pattern, round 
dots also being set on at regular intervals.

In and around the works, there are nearly 20 men 
employed, and, within twelve months, when the plant 
will be doubled and a large Hydrated Lime Plant in 
operation, there will be nearly, if not quite, double the 
number employed. 


This is the first plant of its kind erected in British 
Columbia, and when the Hydrated Lime Plant is in¬ 
stalled, it will be the only one of its kind in Western 
Canada. 


Sand Lime Bricks were introduced into Germany 
in 1882, by Dr. Michaelis, and now there are in opera¬ 
tion over 200 plants, and over 160 in the United States.

In the event of 
war with a northern European power, 
their duties would be to defend the 
Channel and the waters adjacent to the 
British Isles. In the event of a war 
with a southern Europen power, the 
Atlantic fleet would support the Medi¬ 
terranean fleet. The exercises In Octo¬ 
ber. therefore, will partake of the na¬ 
ture of a test of the arrangements for 
home defence, nnd will serve to fa- 
1 mlllarize the officers commanding the 
various squadrons with the handling 
of a large number of ships in waters 
where shipping Is fairly thick.

Thirty years ago a man of fifty was 
held to have reached the zenith of his 
career. Now, at that age, he is only 
held to be beginning it. 

What has brought about this terri¬ 
ble rush of modern life?

Thus competition becomes keen¬ 
er because men are less exclusive and 
better educated. There are so many 
more men now-a-days of good average 
* capabilities—strong, honest, and con¬ 
scientious—that it is correspondingly 
more difficult for the man who is above 
the average to find his opportunity and 
make his mark. He Is swamped by the 
number of his competitors, and unless 
he be gifted with exceptional stamina 
and powers of endurance he will fall 
down exhausted before his hour of tri¬ 
umph arrives. 

You know that the tension of life has 
reached this point. You feel helpless to 
propose a remedy. That rush and strain 
must continue and tighten until men 
adapt themselves to it in successive 
generation^ as plants are gradually ac¬ 
climated to a new climate. But is it a 
cause for depression or despair? The 
more men are overwhelmingly succes- 
ful, the more there are of tragic fail¬ 
ures. In a world where it seems hard¬ 
er to clamber out ahead of yotfr fellows 
Just because there are so many who are 
averagely gifted, averagely prosperous, 
you may be sure that there is less mis¬ 
ery, and less grinding poverty. A 
dozen millionaires Implies a million 
beggars. Better a world of average In¬ 
comes and more widespread comfort 
such as our world is tending to become 
to-day! Better that—nn8 ever better— 
for the wives and children who have to 
be supported even if the strain to main¬ 
tain things at the point of average 
comfort be desperately hard, and even 
if those brilliant dreams and ambitions 
of youth have to be sorrowfully put 
aside.—London Weekly Dispatch.

QUARTZ.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral In 
jriace, may locate a claim 1,500 x 1.500 

The fee for recording a claim la 96. 

At least 9100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When 1500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may. 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur¬ 
chase the land at 91 oer acre. 

Ths patent provides for the payment of 
a royalty of ft* per cent, on the sales.
